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Cary Coglianese is the Edward B. Shils Professor of Law and Professor of 
Political Science at the University of Pennsylvania, where he currently serves as 
the founding director of the Penn Program on Regulation and has previously 
served as the law school’s Deputy Dean for Academic Affairs. He specializes in 
the study of administrative law and regulatory processes, with an emphasis on the 
empirical evaluation of alternative processes and strategies and the role of public 
participation, technology, and business-government relations in policy-making. 
He serves as the chair of the regulatory policy committee of the American Bar 
Association’s Administrative Law Section and is a public member of the 
Administrative Conference of the United States (ACUS), where he serves as the 
chair of ACUS’s rulemaking committee.

Deirdre K. Mulligan is an Associate Professor in the School of Information at 
UC Berkeley, a faculty Director of the Berkeley Center for Law & Technology, a 
co-organizer of the Algorithmic Fairness & Opacity Working Group, an affiliated 
faculty on the Hewlett funded Berkeley Center for Long-Term Cybersecurity, and 
a faculty advisor to the Center for Technology, Society & Policy. Mulligan’s 
research explores legal and technical means of protecting values such as privacy, 
freedom of expression, and fairness in emerging technical systems. Her 
book, Privacy on the Ground: Driving Corporate Behavior in the United States 
and Europe, a study of privacy practices in large corporations in five countries, 
conducted with UC Berkeley Law Prof. Kenneth Bamberger was recently 
published by MIT Press. Prior to joining the School of Information. she was a 
Clinical Professor of Law, founding Director of the Samuelson Law, Technology 
& Public Policy Clinic, and Director of Clinical Programs at the UC Berkeley 
School of Law.
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Arti Rai is Elvin R. Latty Professor and Founding Director, Center for 
Innovation Policy, at Duke Law. She also holds Core Faculty appointments at 
the Duke-Margolis Center for Health Policy and at Duke Innovation and 
Entrepreneurship. From 2009-2010, Rai served as Administrator of the Office 
of External Affairs at the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO). As 
External Affairs Administrator, Rai led policy analysis of the patent reform 
legislation that ultimately became the America Invents Act and worked to 
establish the USPTO’s Office of the Chief Economist. From 2008-2009, Rai 
conducted transition review for the incoming Administration and served as an 
advisor to the Department of Commerce’s Office of General Counsel. Rai 
graduated from Harvard College, magna cum laude, with a degree in 
biochemistry and history (history and science), attended Harvard Medical 
School for the 1987-1988 academic year, and received her J.D., cum laude, 
from Harvard Law School in 1991.

David Vladeck teaches federal courts, civil procedure, runs a civil litigation 
clinic, and teaches a practicum, along with MIT, that puts law students together 
with graduate computer science students to work together on technology 
policy. He is also the faculty director of the law school’s Center on Privacy and 
Technology. From 2009-2013, he served as the Director of the Federal Trade 
Commission’s Bureau of Consumer Protection, where he supervised the 
Bureau’s lawyers, investigators, paralegals and support staff in carrying out the 
Bureau’s work to protect consumers from unfair, deceptive or fraudulent 
practices. Before joining the Law Center faculty, Professor Vladeck spent over 
25 years with Public Citizen Litigation Group, handling and supervising 
complex litigation and arguing several cases before the U.S. Supreme Court 
and more than sixty cases before federal courts of appeal and state courts of 
law resort. He is a Senior Fellow of the Administrative Conference of the 
United States, a Trustee of the Natural Resources Defense Council, and a 
member of the board of the National Consumer Law Center.    
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Matthew Lee Wiener is the Vice Chairman and Executive Director of the 
Administrative Conference of the United States. Before affiliating with the Conference, 
he was general counsel to U.S. Senator Arlen Specter, counsel to the U.S. House of 
Representatives Committee on the Judiciary, a partner at Dechert LLP, and special 
counsel to Cuneo Gilbert & LaDuca. Mr. Wiener is an elected member of the American 
Law Institute, a fellow of the American Bar Foundation, a lecturer in law at the 
University of Pennsylvania Law School, and the co-chair of the Adjudication Committee 
of the American Bar Association’s Section of Administrative Law and Regulatory 
Practice. He holds a J.D. from Stanford Law School, where he was articles editor of 
the Stanford Law Review, and an A.B. from William and Mary. 
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
